COVER NOTE: Jacqui Terry is our cover artist again this month 
and her subject this time the twelfth century private chapel in 
Castile House, home of the Bouverie family, Suprisingly it is 

on the first floor ievel in the oldest part of the house, the 
tower area, A tiny, intimate‘room, only about 8ft by 1Oft, with 
stone and plaster walis, a polished wooden floor and raftered 
ceiling, Two walls are taken up with stone seating recesses with 
cushions, three on each wall, and the centre arch on the north 
wall houses the only window - a small Leaded one overlooking 
Victoria Terrace and Tays Gateway, On the opposite wall a small 
niche carries a wooden cross (shown in the inset) and a brass: 
crucifix stands on the altar itself, 


In the 18th and 19th centuries the chapel, along with the rest 

of the house, fell into a pretty neglectéd state, and it was 
reconsecrated only after the last war. Two of the Bouverie 
daughters, Juliet and Alice, were christened there, with 15 guests 
packing into the tiny reom and the rest having to stand in the 
corridor cutside, It is still maintained as a chapel, although 
not in regulnr use, Above is a 'priest hole! - a hiding place 

in times vast for those who broke the law of the land by daring 

to. conduct a Catholic service, 


This drawing completes the present series of historical features 
of Deddington which have been the cover illustrations throughout 
Volume 5 of the Deddinj-ton News, The main artists have been 
Jacqui Terry who contributed the Normcn -rches at Maunds Farmhouse 
the Congregational Church and the Ice House as wells: Ted Robinson 
who drew the Pest Mouse, Mortuary and Crown & Tuns cellars 
Margaret Gilber (Kings Arms); Gladys Hammond (Clifton) and a 
seasonal: bunch of spring daffodils from Irene Reynolds,

VICTIM OR VICTIMISED? 


There was an interesting piece in today's (24th Sept) Banbury 
Guordian called 'Den't be a Bike Victim'. It wes about the 
problems facing people who ride bikes on the road - or rather on 
“the pavement! - and was written by WY. P. Inspector Rita Cumberlanda 
- the same officer who spoke to my nine year old son who was riding 
‘his bike up the New Street pavement the other day, 


She thought he was breaking the Law, but he wasn't - only just. 
One week later after his tenth birthday he could have been in 
trouble. He was able to give the right answers to her questions, 
je knew he must stop to let sedestrians pass, that if he didn't 
look out for cars coming out of entrances they were likely to 
run into each other, and he would come off worse - and above all 
he had to concentrate on what was going on around him, He could 
say as well that he was doing nis Cycling Proficiency Course 

this week, 


This..is a course organised in March and September each year by 
Oxfordshire County Council and run by our two local policemen 
Alan Rampley and Gordon Hunter, helped by other volunteers who 
are qualified to give instruction, “hen I watched the children 
practising in the Daedings today, Tony Dunton was helping out, 
Most of the group of 20 children are Primary School pupils and 
the course is something they look forward to as they get into the 
upper classes, (Some local independent schools run their own 
courses but some don't and if parents would like their children 
to be included in the Deddington course, please contact Alan 
Rampley or Gordon Hunter at the Police Houses), 


I watched the children being demonstrated to, joked with, and 
healthily shouted at, all in an effort to get across the basics 
of roadcrgft: knowing what you want to do, telling other road 


users. what you want to do, controllin our bike, and carrying 
out your intentions safely, In particular I was watching the 
children learn how to turn right - something very important in 


our village cut across by a main road and with several backroad 
junctions hidden by bends, 


A good roadworthy bike is essential for the course - that means 
the right size, good tyres and sound brakes - and the children 
have to learn parts of the Highway Code which matter to bike 
users, The week's instruction course will be tested by the 
County Road Safety Officer, Ian Harris and Alan Rampley will have 
the results, 
So another group of children, we hope, wili have their National 
Certificate and Badge - some still needing road practice to give 
them confidence and some doubtless thinking they know all about: 
riding bikes on roads, It's probably like passing your driving 
test! 
If my son passes I't1l trust him on the back roads, but not on the 
main road, not for a long time yet. I hope he'll be sensible 
riding on the prvement, and there'll te trouble if he isn't}

themselves to service in Church, If Baptism equals a C.S.B., 
then Confirmation equals 'A‘ level, You make it hard, soc as to 
make it valuable, The grace of God may be free, but it is not 
cheap.
